THE RECENT CHANGES in the command of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police was of wide interest in Canada. The change cdme when 
Brigadier-General Stuart Taylor Wood, who had served with the force for 
more than thirty-eight years, was retired at his own request, and was 
wucceeded: by: Commisdioner L. H. Nicholson. The change in command was 
announced in the House of Commons by Hon. 8S. Garson, Minister of Justice, 
and high tribute was paid by him, and by members of all political parties, 
to the work of the R.C:M.P., as well as to the retiring commissioner, and 
the new head of the force. Hon. George Drew, Leader of the Opposition, 
said that no police force, anywhere in the world merits greater respect 
‘than the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. .

e, » Former Commissioner Wood was the son of an 
Helped To Build assistant commissioner, and he joined the 
Mounted Police in 1912. He served in the far 
Present Force north and in the west when the duties of the 
force were largely centered in those parts of Canada. He watched it expand 
in numbers and in the scope of its services, and was one of the few in the 
service who had known it both as it used to be and in its present form. 
He became commissioner in 1938, after the death of his predecessor Sir 
James MacBrien, and he had an important part in buildihg up the present 
force. His services in this connection were recalled at the time of his

(Calgary Man 
Builds Bicycle 
For Four 


CALGARY—Most people have 
heard of the “bicycle built for 
two,” immortalized in song since 
grandfather's day. But not so 
many have heard of a “bicycle 
built for ‘four.” 


This relic reposes in the Calgary 
store of Matt B. Wolthuis, a middle- 
aged man who has never known any 
other work except that of building, 
repairing or racing bicycles, 

Matt inherited the bicycle built for 
four from an old bicycle shop that 
went out of business many years ago. 

At least eight feet long, it requires 
some nerve afid experience to pilot 
it. Apparently added weight makes 
it considerably more difficult to steer 
than the ordinary kind. Four novices 
riding it might run into a lot of 
grief. 

Matt, who has worked in his store 
for most of the 23 years since he 
emigrated from Holland, also has an 
1880 bicycle, popularly called the 
“penny-farthing” in its hey-dey. Its 
front wheel is almost five feet in 
diameter, while the rear wheel is 
only about 18 inches. The wheels 
are less than an inch thick. 

The pioneer bicycle man occasion- 
ally rides this monster. But he has 
a better purpose for it: Publicity- 
wise, he exhibits the penny-farthing 
in front of his shop as an eye-catch- 
er for prospective customers. 

Matt never got rich, but he did 
achieve happiness with the MCyers, 
his first love. 

He is particularly proud also of his 
assistant, Fred Anderson, believed the 
first man ever to cross Canada on a 
bicycle. ° He accomplished this feat 
in June, 1946, covering. the 4,600 
miles from Vancouver to Sydney, 
N.S., in 25 days.

Agriculture of- 
ficials report the eggs came through 
the winter in better condition than 
‘anticipated. Control measures are 
on a provincial-municipal basis.

Mr. Nollet said the 1951 infesta- 
tion will be less than half of last 
year’s. The damage caused this year 
and the infestation in 1952 depends 
on the succéss of control measures 
in the next six weeks. 

In Alberta, crops. commissioner, 
Arthur M. Wilson says infestation is 
expected to cover a smaller area this 


year. One of the highest infestation 
periods in years was recorded in 
1950. 


Most of the grasshoppers will be 
active in a wide are extending from 
the Saskatchewan border through 
central Alberta and south to the east 
approaches to Calgary.

Crop Report 


Alberta farmers made excellent 
progress with their seeding during 
the past week, according to the 
Alberta Wheat Pool crop -report 
for the week ending May 26. Just 


over three-quarters of the wheat |: 


was sown as compared with a little 
over one-third ‘a week ago. “A little 
over one-third of the coarse grains 
was sown. 


Wheat seeding is just being com- 
pleted in the southeastern corner 
of the province but in the irrigated 
areas, the east central portion of 
the province, .and thé northern 
part of the Peace River territory, 
excess moisture is still causing 
some delay. 


In general, moisture conditions 
throughout the province are very 
good, the grain is germinating well 
and growth is strong. 


The lateness of the season has 
caused a reduction in the acreage 
sown to wheat and an increase in 
coarse grains. Present indications 
are that the wheat acreage will be 
down about 9 per cent from last 
year, while oats will be up 5 per 
cent and barley up 11 per cent. 
Flax acreage is expected to be 
half again as large as last year. 
Rye seedings should be up slight- 


ly.—Wheat Pool.
